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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Harpswell: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the Public Schools 
of Harpswell. It is highly pleasing to report several marked 
changes for the better in our schools. Not the least of these 
is that there have been no changes of teachers during the first 
half of the year. Moreover, these teachers have all done very 
satisfactory work and so far as we know will continue in their | 
present positions to the end of the school year. With the many 
changes we have had in the past several years this seems like 
a real accomplishment in itself. 

Major steps toward consolidation have been affected on Great 
Island and Harpswell Neck. The two projects should be 
considered separately since they involve different factors. On 
Great Island, the children from the Gurnet section, Dyer’s Cove, 
Cranberry Horn and Cundy’s Harbor have been brought to- 
gether into two schools. The Cundy’s Harbor building houses the 
sub-primary through the third grade children, and the Cranberry 
Horn school houses the fourth through eighth grade children. 
Both these schools are nearly up to capacity and the Dyer’s 
Cove building should be held in reserve to be opened if more 
room is needed. There is a saving of about $1000 per year in the 
present arrangement besides giving the children better schools. 

On Harpswell Neck all the schools have been brought to- 
gether in the West Harpswell building. This is an excellent 
arrangement which seems to be working out satisfactorily, but 
authority to conduct such a plan is vested in the school com- 
mittee for only one year. If the plan is to continue, necessary 
action must be taken at this town meeting. The situation is 
complicated by the fact that the deed for the North Harpswell 
school house lot has a “revertal’” clause whereby the lot reverts 
to the original owner when it is no longer used as a “school 
house lot.” The question arises: when does the lot cease to be 
used as a school house lot? It is the opinion of the Commis- 
sioner of Education that this is covered in’ Sec. 10, R. S. ¢ 19 
PP 3 “lot reverts to owner when not used for school purposes 
for 2 successive: years.” 

The School Committee’s position should be clearly understood 
in this matter. The members are unanimously agreed: 

(1) that the plan to have all the children at West Harps- 
well is better for the children, 
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(2) is slightly less expensive for the town at present: 
prices, and 
(3) makes possible several features immediately that 
would be a long time coming in separated schools. 
However, the plan will have had one full year’s trial by June, 
and if it is not acceptable to the voters of the town they should 
make their wishes known. The committee recommends that both 
the North Harpswell and Center building be closed for one year. 
It is the committee’s understanding that this would protect the 
interest of the town in the buildings and yet give the school 
plan a fair trial. 

Increasing enrollment in the Orr’s and Bailey Island schools 
may make it necessary to open a second room in the Bailey 
Island school. If this is done provision should be made for the 
salary of a teacher, a new stove and fuel. Looking toward 
such a contingency, the school committee recommends that 
$2000.00 be appropriated from the High School tuition balance 
to be used for this purpose if needed. 

The foregoing report has been prepared with some care. It 
states briefly matters which can be explained more fully at 
town meeting. These are particularly uncertain times especially 
in financial affairs. In preparing a budget the committee is at 
some loss just how to proceed in the face of steadily rising 
prices. They have recommended the same appropriations as 
last year except in the items of repairs. It seems necessary 
that this item must be raised from $1000.00 to $1500.00 or suffer 
a serious overdraft. 

We always appreciate the interest of the town’s people and 
citizens, but I feel that reports such as this would not be com- 
plete without particular mention of the fine work which has 
been done by the various P. T. A. organizations in Harpswell. 
We do appreciate the interest of these groups and their mem- 
bers and feel that they have done much to promote the welfare 
of the schools. Also it has come to my attention again and 
again, the fine work being done by our health officer, John 
Sylvester. Such interest is bound to result in better schools for 
our children. 

I wish to thank the school committee, the parents and citizens 
for their interest in and support of the schools. It is this grow- 
ing interest in the children that makes Harpswell one of the 
best towns in which to work.
